Mr. Wiiber is a political novice who volunteered to .support Mike Moon, a candidate thr 
the 7̂  Congressional District of Mbspuri, Mr. Mbon rm toy office wiih the help and assistance 
of grassroots support and yplunteerK. 6n,QC about Juty 2is, ̂ 012;, Mt. Wilbcr was yoliintiseiing to 
answer phones for the campaign. He took a, phone ctill irpin Clregg Hansen who wodcs for the 
Cammunity Free Press in Springfield^ Missouri. Mk Hansen asked if Mdoil would be 
interested in running an adveitiseniefnt. Mr. Wilbcr told him that lie Would forward the 
informatibn to Mr. Moon. Mr. Wiiber relayed the inquity to Mx. Moon and was told that the 
campaign simply did not have the budget to place the ca^; Mr. Wiliber called; Mr. liTansen to 
relay tliat information and was teold that a smaller but less expensive adyeî sement space was 
available. 

Mr. Wi iber informed Mr. Moon that a lej» expensiVe adverdsemeht spaee was available 
and was again tPld that the campaign cp\;ld not afford the iadv̂ ^̂ ^̂ ^ Mr. Wiiber called 
Hiuisen back and told hjim diat die campaign could not afford the adyejrtisjpment. During that 
call, Mr. Wiiber asked Mr. Hansen whether lui cbiild peisonally pay for the adyerĵ sement since 
Mr. Moon could not afford it and said ho lo the advertisement inqufiy. in his discussions with 
MXi Hansen, it was discussed that ihe advertisement was an expenditure by Mr. Wiiber not the 
campaign. Also, Mr. Wiiber a.<:ked the publisher what type of disclpsui e klformatipn needed tp 
be placed onthe advertisement and the publisher's response was ̂ I've never done it bo&ite". 
Being a political novice and an unpaid volunteer, Mr. Wiiber was unaware ofany requirement 
that contact information had to be: placed on the advertisement. 
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Mr. Wiiber paid S232.00 forthe advertisement. lie did not repoit die expenditure ajs it 
was below the $250.00 threshold per the Fedei-al Election (Qominijssion ruie.̂ . Rven if the 
expenditure: had exceeded thc $250,00 diieslioldv the expenditure repprt would not be due unlit 
ihc end of this month. 

We humbly request that the Federal Electipn Cpnimission dismiss said cpmplaint. Please 
feel free to contact mc directly regarding any questioiis or cpnopm.s regarding the issues Taised iiv 
this niatter.
